Signal Corps 
Woathsr Device 
Found Near Raleigh 


TIMMO got a call yesterday to 
come up to Raleigh and I went to 
the Tate service station where the 
gadget was held in captivity. 
Johnny Bob Pingleton found it 
in 
the field yesterday 
morning 
while combining soybeans on his 
/ father’s farm three miles north 
of Eldorado. 
He left a deflated 
balloon and brought the mechan­ 
ism into Tate’s at Raleigh. 
Looking it over. I saw that there 
was a radiosonde modulator be­ 
cause the white box in which it was 
contained had it imprinted on it. 
And attached to this was a radio­ 
sonde 
transmitter, 
because 
this 
was .stamped on the plastic cylin­ 
der which housed the apparatus. 
There was a lot of delicate in 
struments in these two containers, 
and we noticed that there were a 
little antenna and lead-wire in the 
modulator box. 
Other identifying 
marks 
was 
that it was from the Signal Corps 
of the U. S. Army and was made 
by the Friez Instrument division 
of 
Bendix 
Aviation 
corporation. 
The serial numbers were on both 
containers.

Calling Elmer Gladson. radio en­ 
gineer, I quickly learned from my 
description that the device was a 
weather outfit released at some 
air base. 
Inside is the equipment 
that 
indicates 
the temperature, 
humidity, air pressure and other 
weather factors and each indicator 
has its own signal, which is trans­ 
mitted back to the base through 
the 
transmitter and 
is recorded 
there on instruments. 
These outfits float for hundreds 
of 
miles, until the 
balloon is de­ 
flated.

Senator Pat 
McCarran of 
Nevada Dies 


Death of Democrat 
Follows Speech at 
Campaign Rally 


HAWTHORNE. Nev. 0P>- Demo­ 
cratic Sen 
Pat McCarran of Ne­ 
vada. a “ front row hell raiser” 
and frequent fiery foe of presidents 
for nearly a quarter of a century, 
died of a heart attack Tuesday 
night at the age of 78. 
McCarran, sixth senator to die 
this year, had served in the Sen­ 
ate continuously since 1932 and was 
one of its most influential m em ­ 
bers. 
He presided as chairman of the 
powerful Judiciary committee for 
many years before the Eisenhower 
administration took office in 1953. 
Death came to the outspoken, 
white-haired senator a few min­ 
utes after he completed an elo­ 
quent speech at a Democratic p ar­ 
ty campaign rally at Hawthorne, 
site of a huge naval ammunition 
depot 150 mites south of Reno. 
Not Up Until 195fi 
McCarran did not face re-election 
until 1956 but had urged election 
of a Democrat not only in Nevada 
but throughout the nation in No­ 
vember. 
“ It is imperative that a Demo­ 
cratic Congress be elected in order 
that your senior senator may re­ 
sume his position as head of the 
Judiciary committee of the Senate 
and continue his fight against Com­ 
munism,’’ McCarran declared only 
moments belore his death. 
“ At no day in history has the 
United States been in such jeopar­ 
dy as it is today,” he added stern­ 
ly. “ It is beset with enemies from 
within and from abroad in greater 
numbers than ever before.” 
A few minutes after completing 
his speech, he collapsed in the 
auditorium in which the rally was 
being held while shaking hands 
with admirers and slumped to the 
floor. A fire departm ent resuscita­ 
tor failed to revive him antE-he 
was pronounced dead by Drs. E. 
F. Hanson and Robert Nelson of 
Hawthorne. 
Believe Occlusion Caused Death 
Dr. Hanson said preliminary in­ 
dications were that McCarran died 
of a coronary occlusion. 
He had 
suffered from a heart ailment for 
the past several years and had 
been 
stricken 
seriously several 
times. 
Funeral services will be announc­ 
ed in Reno. 
Gov. C harles Russell, a Repub­ 
lican. is expected to appoint a Re­ 
publican to succeed McCarran but 
there were indications this may not 
be done until after the Nov. 2 elec­ 
tion 
M cCarran’s death cuts the D em ­ 
ocratic .strength in the Senate to 
t6. with 48 Republicans and one 
independent, and could have an 
important bearing upon the Repub­ 
lican-Democratic struggle to win 
control of the upper cham ber in 
November.

LONDON IP—The United States 
w arned the nine power conference 
here this afternoon that America 
will withdraw its commitments to 
Europe if the conference fails to 
agree on German rearm am ent.

In District 43, he stated, the-state 
funds totaled $173,000, local funds 
$114,000 plus $63,000 for building 
funds.

He said that the Yankees previ­ 
ously had tried to get the St. Louis 
Browns to move to K ansas City 
“ even though there are ut least 
two or three places that are bet­ 
ter suited to handle a m ajor league 
fran ch ise.”

The first day of duck hunting 
w ill be from 12 noon until one hour 
before sunset and thereafter a half 
hour before sunrise to one hour 
before sunset. 
Goose hunting calls for the sam e 
hours except 
that in A lexander 
county the shooting hours will be 
from 7 a. rn. to 3 p. rn. 
Regarding limits, the regulations 
provide an ag greg ate daily kill lim ­ 
it of four ducks including A m erican 
ana 
Red B reasted 
M ergansers. 
Only one hooded M erganser can 
be included in the limit. 
P osses­ 
sion limit is an aggreg ate of eight 
including only one hooded M e r­ 
ganser. F o r coots the limit is ten. 
The daily kill limit for geese 
and brant is five, including in such 
limit not m ore than two C anada 
geese or its sub-species, or tw o 
white-fronted geese, or one C an­ 
ada goose or its sub-species and 
one w hite-fronted goose. 
P o sses­ 
sion limit is tile sam e as the daily 
limit. 
The fee for a hunting license for 
a resident of the state is two dol­ 
lars and for a non-resident it is a 
m inim um of $15, reciprocal with 
state of residency. 
In addition all 
persons over 16 y ea rs of age h u n t­ 
ing m igratory w aterfowl are r e ­ 
quired to have with them an u n ­ 
expired 
federal 
m igratory bird 
hunting stam p validated by their 
signatures on the stam p. 
T hese 
stam ps, 
com m only 
called duck 
stamps. 
There is a closed season on wood 
ducks. 
The dove season, which 
started S eptem ber I, will continue 
until October 5 inclusive.
